If Pacific coast shipyards 
want the business they must “place 
on the line” over $2,000,000 as a 
bond guaranteeing faithful service.

To borrow the 
money you must go to an eastern 
bank, a bank that owns the U. S. 
Steel corporation and other large 
shipbuilding firms, the same firms 
that bid against the western yards.

And they complain about a little 
labor difficulty when after all the 
fault lays with the big bugs.

Employers handling government 
contracts of over $10,000 have been 
required to pay prevailing mini- 
mum wages to 4,800,000 employes 
since organized labor secured en- 
actment of the Walsh-Healey act 
two years ago, Frances Perkins, 


secretary of labor, reported this 
week. 
Systematic government inspec- 


tion of factories having such con- 
tracts have resulted for the most 
part in employers voluntarily pay- 
ing overtime or minimum wages 
where violations were called to 
their attention, the department of 
labor pointed out. 

However, enforcement proceed- 
ings had to be started in some 
cases, leading to collection of $60,- 
000 in back pay from reluctant 
bosses, Miss Barking explained.

MONTHLY ASSESSMENT 


CONTINUED BY A. F. L. 


Convention Provides 
Executive Council with 
Big Fund for Organization 


The annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor at 
Houston, Texas, ordered the con- 
tinuance for another year of the 
assessment of one cent per mem- 
ber per month which was legally 
and officially levied at the Denver 
convention of the federation last 
year. 

“The records show that during 
the months from July, 1937, to and 
including June, 1938, our organ- 
izers have applied for and charters 
have been issued to 809 local trade 
and federal labor unions,’ the ex- 
ecutive council told the delegates. 
“This figure does not include those 
applications which were forward- 
ed to the various national and in- 
ternational unions whose jurisdic- 
tions covered such groups.” 

In recommending that the one- 
cent-a-month assessment be con- 
tinued for another year the coun- 
cil said: 

“The funds provided through the 
payment of this assessment will 
enable the American Federation of 
Labor to continue its organization 
policies, maintain the gain we have 
already made, and render addi- 
tional service both to national and 
international unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor 
and to the unorganized workers of 
the nation.” 


CENTRAL VALLEY UNIT 
TIED UP BY AFL IN 
CONTRA COSTA COUNTY 


Failure of contractors to meet 
union requirements was the cause 
of the AFL walkout on the Contra 
Costa unit of the Central Valley 
water project, according to Russ 
Roberts, business representative of 
the Contra Costa County Building 
Trades Council. 

Early this week a large number 
of crafts walked off the job when 
the contractors refused to meet 
union conditions. 


The contractors claimed it was 
a jurisdictional dispute but the 
AFL committee replied: “There 


had never been a question of juris- 
diction, but that the council was 
insisting that Contra Costa resi- 
dents be given preference of em- 
ployment and had protested ‘im- 
portation of Los Angeles and out 
of state people’ who are now em- 
ployed on the project and many 
more who are arriving daily under 
the impression that they will be 
employed in preference to Contra 
Costa residents. 

“Tf such a position of protecting 
the rights of Contra Costa people,” 
the AFI, committee said, “it classed 
as a jurisdictional dispute, then 
perhaps the Los Angeles contrac- 
tors are right.” 

Under a memorandum of terms 
the representative of the general 
contractors’ association had agreed 
to live up to conditions of the AFL 
building trades council in Contra 
Costa county, council representa- 
tives said. Until these terms are 
met the council will refuse to sup- 
ay workmen on the job, ey said.

DRIVE MADE TO BRING 
SHIPBUILDING TO 
PACIFIC COAST YARDS 


State Labor Makes Drive to 
Help Shipyard Labor; 
Want 40 Per Cent on Coast 


An active drive to win 40 per 
cent of the gross tonnage of the 
government’s $100,000,000 shipbuild- 
ing program for California ship- 
yards was announced today by the 
California State Federation of 
Labor. 

Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary 
of the federation, announced that 
as a result of action voted by the 
recent state convention of the fed- 
eration, a direct appeal is being 
sent to all governmental agencies 
from President Roosevelt down to 
senators and congressmen, as well 
as state officials, 

The campaign was instigated by 
boilermakers, iron  shipbuilders, 
welders and helpers’ union, through 
Thomas E, Dulleghan, Local No. 6, 


San Francisco, and Charles F. 
Daley, Local No. 148, Vallejo. 
The resolution submitted and 


hg i points out that $100,000,000 

has been appropriated for a ship- 
building program, but that Califor- 
nia shipyards have shown no dis- 
position to submit bids for any of 
the work unless contracts can be 
awarded with a provision for a 10 
per cent cost plus basis. 

The maritime commission has 
power under the Welch amend- 
ment, with the approval of the 
president, to turn work over to 
Pacific coast shipyards, the reso- 
lution states. 

The appeal is being sent to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Vice President 
Garner, the secretaries of the navy 
and labor, the maritime commis- 
sion, U. S. senators and congress- 
men, Governor Merriam and mem- 
bers of the state senate and assem- 
bly, and the California state cham- 
ber of commerce,

“Within six months after receiv- 
ing their charter the union had 
within its rolls more than 85 per 
cent of registered pharmacists in 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties. Having attained this volun- 
tary organization it sought a col- 
lective bargaining agreement with 
the drug industry. After negotia- 
tions, a_ satisfactory agreement 
was drawn and entered into by the 
pharmacists’ union and all of the 
drug industry in the two counties 
with the exception of some 6 em- 
ployers who refused to accept the 
principle of collective bargaining. 
The provisions of the contract rec- 
ognized the rights of the employer, 
the rights of the employe and the 


problem of the industry. These pro- 
visions were fair. In the matter of 
hours the pharmaists agreed to 


werk the schedule hours provided 
for by law; the employers agreed 


to help the union to see that the 
law was complied with. On the 
question of hiring, the union rec- 


ognized the sole right of the em- 
ployer to employ and discharge as 
he so desired, and also recognized 
the right of the employer to hire 
pharmacists who were not mem- 
bers of the union. The union also 
recognized the right of the em- 
ployer to try out this new employe 
for a period of 30 days before that 
person would become a member

DEFEATED, AFL COUNCIL SAYS 


Failure of Disruptive Group Demonstrates 


Solidarity of A. F. of L. Membership 


A militant spirit of victory over 
the disruptive policies of the com- 
mittee for industrial organization 
formed to promote dualism in the 
labor movement featured the re- 
port of the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor to 
the annual convention of the fed- 
eration in Houston. 


In submitting its account of the 
year’s work as a basis for planning 
the coming year, the council said: 


“The past year has brought dif- 
ficult problems and_ substantial 
progress to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The sudden return 
of depression with a swift decline 
brought us again to serious unem- 
ployment with its attendant prob- 
lems and hardships by the first of 
1938. We have not only weathered 
the hardships of depression but 
the undermining tactics of an at- 
tempted dual movement, and 
emerge with better organized 
ranks, greater numerical strength, 
and greater prestige throughout 
the length and breadth of the land. 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor represents the cumulative work 
of wage earners of more than fifty 
years of industrial civilization. By 
their policies, their energies and 
oft-times their blood they built up 
a living organization that has a 
vitality and tenacity little realized 
by the casual observer. It is these 
qualities that give the labor move- 
ment its enduring character. Even 
labor men do not always under- 
stand how deeply rooted is an or- 
ganization like the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Its customs and

Bona Fide Contract 
With Giant Utility 
Pays Workers 


Wage gains of nearly $5,- 
500,000 have been won for 
over 40,000 employes of the 
giant Consolidated - Edison 
utility system in New York by 


the international brotherhood of 
electrical workers, officials re- 
vealed this week. 


A tabulation showed that, since 
locals of this union signed agree- 
ments with Consolidated-Edison in 
June, 1937, a general 5 per cent 
wage increase had added $4,020,300 
to the payrolls. 

In addition, between June and 
December of last year, wage ad- 
justments totaling $575,700 were se- 
cured in 4,343 individual cases. An- 
other $357,129 was obtained in 
1,800 cases from January to Au- 
gust of this year. 

Topping that off, the I, B. E. W. 
won additional separation allow- 
ances for persons laid off aggre- 
gating $526,000. 

Refute Propaganda 
The figures were released to re- 


fute a propaganda campaign of 
Cc. I. O. and “independent” unions 


which are striving to disrupt har- 
monious relations between the util- 
ity and its employes. 

The national labor relations 
board has called on the Consoli- 
dated-Edison company to abrogate 
its contract with the I. B. E. W., 
and that ruling has been upheld by 
a circuit court of appeals. The util- 
ity and the brotherhood have ap- 
pealed to the U. S. supreme court, 
and the case is set for a hearing 
durings October. 

I. B. E. W. officials said the 
Cc. I. O. and the “dummy” unions 
had resorted to “dirt and character 
assassination” in their efforts to 


discredit the bona fide union's 
agreement with the utility.

The signal success of the organ- 
izing work of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor in the past year was 
indicated in the report of Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Morrison to the 
convention of the federation giv- 
ing the number of new _ unions 
chartered by the A. F. of L. execu- 
tive council. 

During the twelve months end- 
ing August 31, 1938, there were 
628 charters granted. Four of them 
were for the following national and 
international unions: 

National association of post of- 
fice and railway mail laborers; the 
national association of special de- 
livery messengers; international 
spinners’ union; international 
union of progressive mine workers 
of America. 

Fifty-seven central labor unions 
were chartered also. 

In addition, Mr. Morrison re- 
ported that charters were issued 
during the year to 419 local trade 
unions and to 148 federal labor 
unions.

New Kind of Rally 


Something new in politica] ral- 
lies was the “cornfield convention” 
last week, sponsored by Indiana 


republicans on a farm near Wash-- 
ington, Ind. Belying its name, the 
rally was held in a 120-acre pas- 
ture on which were erected 29 big 
and little tents. The 20,000 guests 
from 12 states were entertained by 
36 bands, political orators speak- 
ing through 65 amplifiers, and con- 
sumed 70,000 clams, 4,250 chickens, 
900 watermelons, several tons of 
roasting ears and other edibles to 
go with these, all prepared and 
served by 60 chefs and 220 waiters.
